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Medellín is a leading city in Colombia, socially, culturally and 
economically. To promote the reality of Medellín, this adminis- 
tration began a campaign last year titled “Made in Medellin”. 
This show proudly bears that name. 


The city of Medellín has traditionally been supportive of the 
arts. In recent years the city has gained two modern new 
theaters, the Metropolitan and the Theater of the University of 
Medellín. Medellín boasts two orchestras, the Symphonic and 
the Philharmonic, and museums such as the Museum of Antio- 
quia which houses the world's most complete collection of 
works by Fernando Botero. The Pedro Nel Goméz Museum is 
home to a great many works of the reknowned muralist of the 
same name. The Museum of Modern Ari supports and develops 
important proyects, such as this show, and actively encourages 
appreciation of and participation in the fine arts in the city. 


Medellín is a city of biennals, such as the Art Biennal and the 
Video Biennal which have drawn the best of current art from 
the five continents to this city. In 1981, the Museum of Modern 
Art organized an International Conference on Non-Objective 
Art. The International Encounters of Art Critics organized by the 
Museum of Antioquia are held annually in Medellín. 


Medellín has been a leader in Colombia in the organization 
of competitions for art works for public places. Among them 
are the 1985 contest for the Nutibara Sculpture Park, the 
competition for the José María Córdova International Airport 
in 1986 and the contest to choose public art works for the 
reservoir of the Riogrande ll Hydroelectric Project. Today, with 
the Sculpture Park on Nutibara Hill, the projected sculptures 
on the outskirts of the city at Riogrande ll, and the unique city 
law requiring every new building to include a sculpture, 
Medellín can truly be considered a city of sculptures. 


Medellín has been home to many great Colombian artists 
-Rodrigo Arenas Betancur, Fernando Botero, Francisco Cano, 
Pedro Nel Goméz and Débora Arango to mention a few. It is 
an honor for me as Mayor of Medellín to include this exhibition 
of works by Antioquean artists in our “Made in Medellin” 
campaign. These contemporary works are the result of Me- 
dellin's continual support for the arts.

Partners of the Americas is the largest private voluntary 
organization promoting economic and social development in 
the Western Hemisphere, while fostering inter-American friend- 
ship and cooperation.

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“MADE IN MEDELLIN” 


“Made in Medellin” is an exhibition of contemporary art 
by artists from this city, organized by Partners of the 
Americas Antioquia - Massachusetts, the Centro Colombo 
Americano, the Museum of Modern Art of Medellín and 
the Office of the Mayor. This exhibition is part of a civic 
campaign sponsored by the Mayor's Office titled “Hecho 
en Medellín” (Made in Medellín) which has as its 
objetives to show the international public the best of the 
city in both social and economic aspects. With the 
assistance of the Museum of Modern Art twenty-four 
artists were invited to participate in this project. 


Medellin is a center of activity which due to its social, 
cultural and economic dynamics, plays an important role 
in national happenings. lt is here that one can see the 
character and idiosyncracies of the nation. 


In the thirties and forties, during a time of great political 
and socio-economic change, Medellín was the center for 
many policy decisions over matters of national concern. 
Local art provided a vital response to events that were 
affecting Colombia at that time. Pedro Nel Gómez, 


? Debora Arango, their students and their opponents lived 
" under tense conditions. A recent analysis (Watercolor in 


Antioquia, Bogotá, Biblioteca Luis Angel Arango, 1987) 
has shown us that the artist has become a vital source of 
information on the historical events of that era. 


Toward the end of the fifties, art critic Marta Traba in 
Bogotá attempted to establish parameters that might 
serve to determine the “modernity” of Colombian art. 
This of course implied an intentional abandonment of the 
concept of provincial art in the work of local artists. Ás a 
result, she caused a great division among modern and 
provincial artists in the midst of a strong revival in 
Colombian art that was taking place at that time. 


The generosity of the sixties in the Colombian provinces 
created events such as the biennials of Medellín and Cali 
which confronted Colombian art “in situ” and which 
obliged artists and spectators to look at art as universal. 
From this time forward, Colombian art deparis from the 
narrow focus on the province to a more worldly one. The 
conditions are quite different from those observed in the 
thirties. Changes can now be observed in the work of 
artists from the provinces. 


The tenacity of its struggles in every sense combined with 
its good provincial spirit have made Medellín one of the 


most artistically exciting cities in Colombia. Medellín now 
has a more critical and universal concept of art. lts artists 
have become open in their vision and their only relation 
with each other is their place of origin. They can be 
grouped together only by the plurality of each city. 


The country has traditionally looked to Medellín as an 
indicator of the “state of the arts”. There is a new 
generation of artists with a desire to express themselves 
in a language of their own, maintaining ties with the best 
of today's tendencies in contemporary art. In this exhibi- 
tion twenty-four artists participate with approximately fifty 
works, 


Luis Fernando Peláez, an architect and sculptor, elabo- 
rates formal statements with a profound reflexion on 
solitude, space and the urban landscape. José Antonio 
Suárez, a draftsman of very delicate work, takes objects 
and personal annotations which move him, and recreates 
them in small formats which poetically remind us of 
Renaissance drawings. 


In his pure and subtle way, Julian Posada reinterprets the 
magical effects of works by Rousseau. He takes possession 
of personal references and translates them into excellent 
drawings and collages. Luis Alfonso Ramirez transforms 
and materializes the spirit of works by Zurbaran, De 
Chirico and Caravaggio. He places them into the urban 


context of today using watercolor, a traditional medium 
in Medellín. 


Jorge Aristizábal's works are full of neo-expressionistic 
vigor and express his concepts of the still life and the 
human figure with a personal touch wich impresses the 
spectator with its boldness. 


In the works of Alvaro Marín, which remind us of an 
abstract landscape, we can see rational poems of color. 
Hilda Piedrahita, with her vibrant references to the tropics, 
coordinates her colors and her brushwork with her 
feelings of nostalgia and memories for Colombia. Light, 
color and geometry of interiors and rural facades, struc- 
tured in a contemporary language, come alive in Beatriz 
Jaramillo's wooden panels. Alberto González takes real 
objects and through pastel colors makes abstractions with 
them. 


The drawings of Oscar Jaramillo portray ambiences and 
persons from the sordid everyday world, the human 
condition and a precise urban geography. Through her 
paintings, Flor María Bouhot takes delight in depicting 
personalities and scenes saturated with sensuality. Her 


mastery of the human figure and the arbitrary and 
decisive handling of color make each of her works a 
disturbing vision of reality. Ethel Gilmour, an American 
resident in Medellín, has given constant witness to the 
happenings of the city and the country. Her paintings are 
interpretations of significant events depicted in her own 
special vision of Colombia. 


Miguel Polling brings to our world creatures from his own 
imagination which are often diabolical, all of them with 
similar gestures and tones. Armando Montoya creates 
intelligent installations in subdued color with a local touch, 
inspired by local mythology. Adolfo Bernal attempts to 
define the urban feeling by means of codes, signs and 
signals, both permanent and shortlived. Javier Restrepo 
has always explored the world of popular culture and the 
arrival of mass media idols which he expresses intensely 
with “Madonna”. 


The versatility and wittiness of Marta Elena Vélez make 
her work more and more significant within the parameters 
of Colombian art. In these works, which reflect her love 
for the flora and fauna of the tropics, Marta Elena 
transforms fabrics with her painting into her own personal 
creations. Marta Ramírez has mastered the technique of 
color and the non-conventional use of the canvas, where 
she has managed to inscribe her own personal vision of 
the tropics without any concessions. 


The works of Juan Camilo Uribe reflect a profound 
knowledge of his cultural inheritance. He takes religious 
and other popular images and turns them into objects and 
collages with humor and irony. Luz Elena Castro handles, 
with subtlety and character, images of ordinary people 
who are representative of the city. Her photographs show 
a deep understanding of the Latinamerican idiosyncracy 
which has placed her in a distinguished position among 
a new generation of graphic reporters. 


Ronny Vayda, one of Colombia's foremost contemporary 
sculptors, participates in this exhibition with works reflec- 
ting his tendencies toward abstract expressionism, playing 
with “minimal” geometry. His works are enriched by the 
use of simple materials (iron and glass) and the lucid 
handling of transparent spaces. The works of Hugo 
Zapata are constructed with natural elements such as 
rocks and fossils he finds and which he later polishes with 
great respect for their individual forms and a conscious 
effort to represent local geography. Juan Luis Mesa, on 
the other hand, utilizes everyday objects such as baskets 
and cigars, made with natural fibers, transforming them 


into contemporary assemblages with a very regional 
character. 


Architects Fabio Antonio Ramírez, Patricia Gómez and 
Jorge Mario Gómez in their joint projects, have chal- 
lenged the existing limits between the concepts of art and 
architecture. They take historical elements as ingredients 
and play with them to produce new proposals for public 
spaces.
